One of their 
members (a free man), at first a scholar, then a teach- 
er; next, for many years, a superiniendent, was or- 
lained their pastor. A house of worship, of brick, 
one story, was erected chiefly by the contributions of 
the members. The place became too strait, and was 
enlarged. It again became crowded, and was pulled 
down, and a commodious brick edifice, wih basement, 
zalleries, pulpit, pews, &c., erected on its site, Oth- 
er gifts were rvsed up for the ministry ; revivals were 
frequent ; the Sunday school. superintended by white 
persons, becaine a nursery tor disciples: a hand of 
some forty in number, with two preachers. seceded and 
formed another colored Baptist church, that now num- 
vers over 250 members. 
Receutly the First church has received by baptism 
over 100 converts; and one of the members and as- 
sistant pastor has received a call, and guns to take 
charge of a colored Baptist church in Washington city. 
Phe church now numbers over 600 meuhers: and the 
litle village in which we traced its origin is now a 
great city of some seventy thousand inhabiuants. ‘The 
colored population of this city (tree and bend), aceord- 
ing to the municipal census of January 1-t, 149, 
was 2.960. There is ove Methodist colored church, 
(and we think two,) but the exact eumber of members 
we know wot, but. probably, from 200 to 360 ww all, 
A part of the members in the Baptist churches belong 
out of the eity limits; not, however, exceeding one- 








fourth, We may estumaie that, 10 a populatien 
of 3,000, there are 750 church members, or one in 
four. ‘The proportion of whie church members in 


what are, ma general sense, denomnaied evar gelial 
churches in the most religious parts of our country, 
are as one to seven. Sinet discipline has ever been 
maintained in the colored Baptist churches in this erty 

Hence the facts herewith subsauted are direct evi- 
denuee of the value and effects of religious instruction 
to that class. 

We might appeal, were it necessary. to the citizens 
of both the eny and county mn proof of the general 
good character aud deportment of this class of people. 
Iu no Northern or Southern ¢ ty are fewer misd: mean- 
ors committed, or less occasion for punishment, or 
rigorous treatment. than here. 

We publish these facts as an encouragement to our 
brethren South in their efforts to provide religious in- 
struction, inan ample degree, for the Alnean race 
among them.

CIRCULATION OF THE BIBLE, 

The American and Foreign Bible Society, during 
the twelve years of its existence, bas accomplished a 
great work in circulating the Holy Seriptures in pagan 
and in civilized lands. 
institution in Europe, by the revolutions of the past 
year, calls upon all the friends of the Bible to yield 
this agency for its distubution, a more vigorous sup- 
port than ever. From the Annual Report of the Socie- 
ty for the present year, which isa neatly printed and 
valuahle document, we make the subjoined extract - 

While the last Annual Report was in the course of 
preparation, occurrences were transpiring in Europe, 
which have since with reason attracted the attention, 
and aroused the energies of the frends of the Bible. 
For several years preceding, we had cont imp'ated, 
with gradually tacreasing mterest, the aspect of affurs 
in that quarter of the worl!, as they were likely to af- 
feet Scripture operations. Those who have carefully 
cousidered the reports and p-riod cals of the Society 
for the last two years, mit hive been conimeed that, 
while the Board had not dimiuished thetr exertions. or 
abated their desires, for the cirealation of pure ver- 
siens of the Word of Gol among the heathen nations 
of Asia, they foresaw the necessity of a great aug 
mentation of efforts for the Bible evangelization of con- 
tnental Europe. From time to time anew door was 
opened for successful effort, and the blast of the trum- 
pet calling on to vietory, grew louder and louder. 
Having before contented themselves with occasionally 
printing an edition of the sacred volume, they now st 
themselves in earnest to the work of publication. Af 
ter obtaining from bro. Oncken the necessary estimates 
of expenditures, they authorized hin to cast sterro- 
type plates, to establish a depository, and employ col- 
perteurs. They also engaged competent mdividuals 
to correct the French Testament, and to translate the 
lialian for the press, and made the requisite arrange- 
ments for printing, and subsequently stereotyping, 
these works, when their accuracy and faithfulness shall 
have been fairly asrertained. 

But while the Board were thus steadily advancing, 
and preparing fer extensive operations. God in his infi- 
nitely wise providence anticipated their expectations. 
Instead of opening here and there a door or a gate, He 
suddenly prostrated the walls of Jericho, and bid us go 
up and possess the land. Accumulated intelhgence 
poured in upon us, that almost the whole of central 
Europe was open for Bible operations, and call after 
call summoned us to send largely increased means for 
the publication and distribution of the Word.
